' THE MEDICAL REGISTER. 

Mr. W. Carrigan, K.C., who, with Mr, 
Dudley White, K.C. (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), prosecuted, said that Dr. 
Hoimes was a medical 
and Dr. McKeogh, Killaloe, was dispensar 
doctor for the Portroe district of Nort 
Tipperary. They were not on speaking terms, 
and litigation between the parties had taken 
place in the High Court. On January 19th 
of the present year the two doctors met on 
the public road outside Killaloe, and to the 


surprise of Dr. Holmes, Dr. McKeogh spoke : 


to him. “I am afraid,” said Mr. M cKeogh, 
“that the British Medical Council are going 
to proceed against you for that case.”’ 

Counsel explain the position * the 
Council towards doctors in Ireland in relation 
to their professional conduct, and the powers 
which the Council could exercise in removing 
them from the ister. Disciplinary action 
would disqualify them from practising. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Under the rules they 
cannot remove a doctor for anything they like. 
Jt must be infamous conduct in their profes- 
sional capacity. | | ge Bee 

Mr. Carrigan said that recently there was 
some formal alteration made in the rules with 
reference to doctors in the Free State and 
elsewhere, but that .did not affect the two 
doctors in this case, owing to the length of 
time they were in the ‘profession. — 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that these two 
doctors had: actions against each other upon 
which he had adjudicated. - 

Mr. Carrigan went on to say that. when 
the two doctors met on the road Dr. McKeogh 
used language which conveyed to Dr. Holmes ' 
that unless defendant was “paid off” he 
would proceed with the case, whereby Dr. 
Holmes would be jeopardised. That, Mr. 
Carrigan submitted, was an attempt to extract 
money. : 


TRAP THAT “ WORKED.” 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked whether a “trap” 
was laid for the defendant. 

Mr. Carrigan admitted that that was so, 

and that the “trap” worked, with the result that 
the matter was placed in the hands of the 
police, who submitted it to the Attorney- 
General. 
- Mr. Justice Hanna—When a “‘ trap’’ was 
laid it was a matter between the two doctors, 
and I do not know what the public have to 
say to it. 

Mr. Carrigan—That was a matter for the 
Attorney-General. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I do not know. 

Mr. Carrigan eaid that the conversation 
between the two doctors at Killaloe related 
to the case of a Nurse Nolan and a letter 
written by Mr. O’Brien Moran in reference to 
litigation. Dr. McKeogh threatened that he 
had the papers ready for despatch to the 
British Merical Council, and said that he had 
lost a great deal over the action and would 
be prepared to meet Dr. Holmes “ half-way.”’ 

An interview was arranged, at which Dr. 
Thomas O’Connor was to be present, and the 
situation was discussed. Dr. Bun declined 
to meet Dr. McKeogh ‘“‘ half-way,’’ and swore 
an information about what had transpired. 
Subsequently there was an offer by Dr. 
Holmes of £150, but Dr. McKeogh stated 
that he could not accept that amount, and 
that litigation had cost him £600, half of 
which he expressed an intention of accepting. 


PAYMENT OF £200. 

The conversation, however, resulted in an 
agreement as to payment of £200, and a letter 
was written by Dr. McKeogh to the British 
Medical Council intimating that hé had with- 
drawn the allegations made against Dr. 
Holmes, as the latter had apologised. Dr. 
Holmes professed to be satisfied and the 
money was paid over in £10 notes. 

When Dr. Holmes went outside the house 
a police sergeant walked in and took posses- 
sion of the letter which Dr. McKeogh had 
written to the British: Medical Council and 
the bank notes from Dr. McKeogh, who was 
arrested. 
JUDGE AND A REPRISAL. 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked why the prosecu- 
tion was not brought under another section 
of the Act, which would give the defendant 
an opportunity of pleading whether the 
occurrence was reasonable or not. He would 
have thought that if it was a ecution by: 
the State it would be reasonable to have it 
eo laid that both parties would have the 
opportunity of stating a case to the jury as 
to whether 1t was a reasonable proceeding 
or not. 

Mr. Carrigan replied that if the judge took 
the view that it should be brought before 
the jury im an alternative form, he would 
withdraw the case for the present from the 
jury and communicate with the Attorney- 
General. 

Judge Hanna described the matter as & 
row between the two doctors in which the 
State intervened. If Dr. McKeogh was con- 
victed he would be struck off the register for 
life. 

Mr. Carrigan—I was not aware of that. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—This is obviously a 
reprisal by Dr. Holmes upon Dr. McKeogh, 
and we cannot close our eyes to that, even 
if there is any real crime in it. It is a 
terrible thing to intervene in these proceed- 
ings’ between them—men who are life-long 
enemies. 

Mr Carrigan said that he was merely 
stating the facts of the case in discharge 
of his duty, being merely the deputy for the 
Attorney-General, whose duty it was to 
bring cases before the Court without fear or 
favour where crime was suspected. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the case 
would not lead to peace between the doctors, 
between whom he had already tried two 


actions. 
ALLEGED THREATS. 

Dr. P. J. Holmes then gave evidence of 
meeting Dr. McKeogh, with whom he had 
not been on speaking terms. Dr. McKeogh 
said: ‘‘I believe the British Medical Council 
are going to take action against you.” When 
asked “For what?” Dr. McKeogh said: 
‘* About Nurse Nolan’s case.” On the fol- 
lowing Saturday he met Dr.‘ McKeogh by 
appointment. The defendant said: 'Í have 
got you over that letter to Mr. Moran,” and 
the witness said that it was a confidential 
letter to Mr. Moran, his solicitor. Dr. 
McKeogh then said: “I have reported the 
matter to the British Medical Council, and 1 
have got a reply. You are liable to be struck 
off the rolls.’ The defendant added that he 
was considerably out of pocket over Nurse 
Nolan’s case, and that the witness was the 
cause of it. 

Dr. ‘McKeogh then said that he was mm 
pared to meet the witness half-way. ' Give 
me £300 and there will be an end to it,’’ he 
said. . He pointed out that he would sign 
certain affidavits and bring the matter before 
the British Medical Council unless the wit- 
ness met him half-way. The witness said 
that £300 was an exorbitant demand, and 
said that £50 would cover all the defendant 
went through, but Dr. McKeogh pooh-poohed 
the offer. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Why did you mention 
£50’—To see the amount he was demanding. 

he Judge—What did.he say when you 
suggested that £50 would be enough!—I 
cannot recollect the exact words, but he 
said that nothing less than £300 would meet 


case. 
ADVISED BY THE POLICE. — 

Answering further questions, the witness 
said that he told the sergeant of the Guards 
that he suspected an attempt was being 
made to blackmail him, and that the ser- 
geant knew what had taken place between 
the witness and the defendant.

PROSECUTION UNSUSTAINABLE. 

Mr. O’Connor asked for a direction on the 
ground that there was no evidence on which 
the jury could convict. He submitted that 
the defendant throughout this matter had not 
acted illegally, and cited several legal decisions 
in support of his submission. He said that 
there was no question of “public mischief '' 
involved. 

Mr. Carrigan having replied, 

Mr, Justice Hanna said that, in his opinion, 
this prosecution was unsustainable in law or 
in fact. There was no question of public 
mischief involved. As regards the words 
** vile blackmail,” which were used by the 
State Prosecutor in reference to Dr. McKeogh, 
he thought that there was not a word of 
justification for them. According to the 
evidence of Dr. Holmes, Dr. McKeogh believed 
that he was acting legally in asking for a 
contribution of the há which he had incurred. 

He was of opinion that there were no 
menaces in the legal sense under Settion 30 
in this case. Whether the proceedings that 
Dr. McKeogh contenipialed were a. libel 
action, about which there was, undoubtedly. 
some talk, or a complaint to the General 
Medical Council, a clear aistinction could be 
drawn between compromising such proceed- 
ings and allowing them to drop. He agreed 
with Mr. O’Connor that Dr. McKeogh had a 
legal right to do what he had done, and that 
it was no threat. As regards the second 
charge—that of intent to extort money—he 
héld that there was no criminal intent, - 

POLICE ACTION CRITICISED, 

Dr. Holmes in his evidence, proceeded Mr. 
Justice Hanna, placéd almost the entire re- 
sponsibility on the Guards, on the sergeant 
of the Guards and on Chief Superintendent 
Duffy, at Ennis. 

Mr. Carrigan—There has been no evidence 
before you as regards that—you have heard 
no police evidence. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—That is not my fault. 
Dr. Holmes has given the evidence. 

“I think it is regrettable in this case 
to find the Guards taking up an attitude of 
this kind towards a local, respectable pro- 
fessional man,” declared the Judge. ‘tt it 
had been somebody who had committed act’ 
of blackmail repeatedly, I could understand 
their attitude in the laying of a trap. Where 
there is a reputable citizen living practically 
beside the barracks I think it would be fair, 
and would increase the respect we shall have 
for the Guards, if they went to Dr. McKeogh 
and said: ‘We understand you are doin 
so-and-so. We believe it is illegal; we as 
you not to do it, and you should not do it.’ 

“Instead of doing that the Guards set out 
to use Dr. McKeogh as a catspaw, so to 
speak, to provoke and complete this crime so 
as to have it, as far as possible, as a basis 
for proof. I think it right to make those 
comments on the case in the public interest, 
and, so far as the public are concerned, it is 
right that this should be said.”’ 

MONEY RETURNED. 

Mr. Justice Hanna suggested to Mr. 
O'Connor ‘to return to Dr. Holmes the £200 
“as a matter of ordinary horse-sense,”’ 
regardless of legal] considerations, as it might 
lead to further litigation. 

The money was, accordingly, returned to 
Dr. Holmes. 

The jury, by direction, acquitted, 
defendant, who was discharged. 
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JUMPED OVER RAILWAY 
BRIDGE. 


VERDICT AT INQUEST ON 
DUBLIN MAN. 


An inquest was held yesterday on the body 
of James McKenna, 117 Abbeyfield, Killester, 
who died in the Mater Hospital last Saturday. 
He was admitted to hospital on July 3, suffer- 
ing from injuries received by jumping over 
the railway bridge on the North Circular 
road, Dublin. 

Mrs. McKenna said that her husband had 
been attended by a doctor, who said that his 
head was affected, and he would not get right 
walking about ; he recommended his committal 
to an asylum. He never had threatened to 
take his life. 

The Coroner said that it was a pity the 
doctor’s advice had not been taken. 

James McKenna (12), son of the deceased 
man, said that he was walking with his father 
on the North Circular road at about 1.40 p.m. 
on July 3. At the railway bridge his father 

ut his hands on the wall, said, ‘ Good-bye, 
yim,” jumped on the wall and down on to 
the Name. Jine. 

Dr. Geraghty, house surgeon, said that 
McKenna was suffering from injuries and 
shock when admitted. He developed pneu- 
monia some days after admission, and, in 
witness's opinion, death was due to pneu- 
monia. 

The jury returned a verdict ‘‘that death 
was due to pneumonia, following injuries 
received from jumping on to the railway line 
while insane.’’

ROTARY CONVENTION IN 
AMERICA.

DUBLIN DELEGATE’S 
“IMPRESSIONS. 


Mr. James J. Kearney, who was a delegate 
from the Dublin Rotary Club to the Rotary 
International Convention at. Minneapolis, 
U.S.A., last June, unfolded his experiences 
yesterday at the Club luncheon, which was 
held at Clery’s Restaurant; Dublin. - 

From New York to Minneapolis, Mr. 
Kearney said, was a distance of 1,700 miles, 
which meant travelling for a day and a half. 
The city’ was not without its Irish associa- 
tions; for in 1857 Irish residents from St. 
Paul threatened to. wipe it out, and rifles were 
stacked at the end of the suspension bridge 
to stop the onslaught of the Insh. 

THE TRICOLOUR, 

During the Convention it “was interesting 
to note that the Irish Tricolour flag was well 
in evidence on most of the buildings, and to 
see in a window which displayed a sign of 
welcome in every language the word ‘*Fai the. 
Over 10,000. delegates from __ forty-four 
countries, representing over 140,000 members 
of 2.820 clubs, attended the Convention. 
Because he came from Ireland he was given a 
specially cordial reception. : 

Having briefly described the proceedings at 
the Convention and the social functions which 
were associated wiih it, Mr. Kearney said that 
the trip to America, and especially to the 
Rotary Convention, was a very pleasant and 
profitable one. Not only could they visit a 
Rotary Convention. and benefit themselves, 
and render a service to the home Club, but 
they could also render a service to the home 
country. 

By their business ethics and their general 
manner Irishmen should strive to impress on 
the people from other countries that they 
were a nation worth doing business with and 
worth visiting. In this connection it appeared 
to him strange that, while the Dublin Club 
appeared in the American Directory under a 
separate heading of the Irish Free State, it 
still appeared in the. European Guide under 
“ British Isles,”’ 


TOURS TO EUROPE. 

One of the principal bodies that were 
arranging tours to Europe was the Art Crafts 
Guild, which had tours covering Europe last- 
ing from twenty-seven to seventy days. Out 
of 307 tours arranged for this year, only seven 
were taking in Ireland. From what he could 

ather from conversations with travellers -on 
wore and trains, it seemed that the con- 
venience of visiting Ireland. by stopping at 
Queenstown was not sufficiently emphasised, 
as nearly all tourists thought that as a matter 
of course they should land in England, and 
there everything invited them to see the. Con- 
tinent first. 

' 1RELAND’'S POSITION, : 

A speaker at a previous meefing of tbe 
Club had Wreferr to the “inferiority 
complex ’’ from which, he said, they seerhed 
to suffer; but if they tried hard enough they 
could convince other nations that Ireland was 
just as convenient a place from which to 
distribute American goods as England, and, 
if more importers advertised and harped on 
this fact, the goods that they imported and 
afterwards exported at a profit would help 
towards reducing their adverse trade balance, 
and they might also do a little to stop 
emigration to a land where there were un- 
doubtedly many opportunities, but where 
much hard work also was necessary in order 
to succeed. 

The Club thanked Mr. Kearney for having 
attended the Convention, and acknowledged 
the generous hospitality of the American 
people. 

The President (Mr. L.. Smith Gordon), Mr. 
Charles Jacob, Mr. R. White and Mr. W. J. 
Purdy testified to their high appreciation of 
the kindness which they had received when 
they visited the Unitéd States.

YESTERDAY'S CASES IN THE COURTS. 


£20,000 AND. LAND. 


DUNDALK .WOMAN’S ESTATE. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
The case of Arthur Samuel Coulter v. Jane 
Thompson came up in connection with the 
matter of the estate of Selina’ (otherwise Iva) 
Robson, spinster, deceased, intestate, on 
further ‘consideration of the Examiner s 
certificate. An order for the administration 
of the real and personal estate of the deceased 
woman, consisting of valuable real and. per- 
sonal property, had been obtained by Arthur 
Samuel. Coulter, solicitor (Messrs. Dickie, 
Coulter and Hamill), on the 14th of December, 
1925, when the usual accounts and mquiries 
were directed, especially for the next-of-kin 
and the heir-at-law. . 
The deceased woman, who was over eighty 
years old at the date of her death, on the 8th 
of September, 1925, had, it appeared, resided 
alone, with the exception of a couple of maid} 
servants, in Stapleton House, Dublin street, 
Dundalk. She was the daughter of William 
Robson, who was fora great number of 
years agent.to the. Earl of Roden in Dundalk, 
and died many years ago, leaving a widow, a 
daughter and two sons, now all deceased. 
She had amassed at her death-a very large 
amount of property, including all the property 
left by her father and mother and two 
brothers. It consisted of stocks and shares 
amounting to over £20,000 and about 3500 
acres of freehold land in and around Dundalk. 
Nothing was known of her relatives by the 
maid servants. As the result of inquiries and 
and advertisements, however, it was dlis- 
covered that she had relatives residing in 
Scotland. The defendant, Mrs: Jane Thomp- 
son, Susannah Elizabeth Pearson and William 
Johnston Pearson—the last-named being now 
dead—were found to be her next-of-kin, while 
Richard John Thomas Reid, the son of a first 
cousin oí the deceased woman, now residing 
in Dublin, was igund to be her heir-at-lay. 
Mr. Justice Meredith expressed his view 
with respect to certain suggestions made to 
him with regard to payments on account in 
reference to out-of-pocket expenses incurred 
by the plaintiff in connection with the ad- 
ministration of the estate so far, but made no 
definite or final order as to costs and other 
matters. generally, while indicating what he 
felt disposed to do later. He directed, among 
other things, that £2,000 each should be paid 
out of the funds in court to the next-of-kin, 
who were represented as poor people, but 
made no order at present with regard to the 
discharge of the receiver over the estate. who 
had been appointed by Mr. Justice Wylie.

Counsel added that the estate would not 
have been insolvent only for a fall in Guinness 
shares. These shares had fallen practically 
40 points in a shert time. 

Mr. Black—The schedule of assets was 
sworn in 1926, long before the slump in 
Guinness shares, and disclosed a deficit of 
£5,000 odd. 

Mr. O'Donnell said that they wanted to 
facilitate the administration of the estate, 
but the .real problem was the carrying on 
of the business. No person, he said, should 
be appointed who would interfere’ with that 
business, on which the widow and seven 
children depended. 

Mr. Justice Johnston referred to Chambers 
the appointment of a costs drawer, with 
hberty to employ Mr. Guihan, if so advised, 
to assist’ him.

Another simple device which ministers 
so effectively in other countries to the 
peace of mind of the motor driver, and to 
the safety of the public, is the ‘‘ white 
jine.’’ It has two distinct functions, one 
of which is to assist the police in regulat- 
ing traffic in town areas. For this purpose 
it. has found a certain, though yet too 
limited, degree of favour in Dublin. But 
its more important application lies in the 
automatic regulation of traffic at ‘‘ blind ’”’ 
corners and curves on country roads. Its 
value for such purposes has been demon- 
strated to car-owners who have recently 
had occasion to negotiate the main roads 
from Bray to Wicklow, which is at many 
points a series of sharp curves bordered 
by trees and hedges.. When passing over 
the route last week I felt that my thanks 
were due to Mr. Gallagher, the County 
Surveyor, who has not only applied the 
“ine” with discretion, but has laid it 
down in some hard white material which 
forms part of the road crust, and remains 
clearly visible day and night in all kinds 
of weather. It was even more satisfactory 
to see that the line was recognised with 
almost religious observance by motor 
drivers generally. Indeed, I was told that 
even the cattle have begun to develop some 
kind of instinct as to the side of the Jine 
on which safety lies.

As I am on the subject of roads, what 
on earth has happened the Inter-depart- 
mental Committee, which the Free State 
Government appointed early last year to 
report upon the regulation of road traffic ? 
Its report was promised for July, 1927. 
Now a year has gone by, and the Committee 
still maintains an eloquent silence. If a 
hint which reached me the other day is 
well-founded, it would seem that even 
another year may pass before the Com- 
mittee succeeds in reconciling the conflict 
of inter-departmental views with which its 
members have been buffeted. The Civic 
Guard authorities, J understand, are 
either unable: or unwilling to undertake 
additional duties, either in the regulation 
of traffic or in the inspection of public- 
service vehicles, .When a similar crux 
arose in Northern lreland it was found 
necessary to recruit a special staff of expert 
inspectors. .to work in conjunction with 
the ordinary police organisation. Whether 
the Free State Commission can find 
another and cheaper way out of the 
impasse is, I gather, one of the real 
obstacles to'agreement. Upon that issue— 
which is finally one for Mr. Blythe—turns 
the whole question of how the Government 
can travel along the road to really effective 
regulation of highway traffic.

WHAT THE DELEGATES SAW. 

Pofessor Drew gave a sketch of the tour 
whh had been arranged to give visitors 
somvhat of a conception of Irish Free Stata 
farmng. The visitors were taken to see 
the ve stock, representatives of the different 
herd on the farm being brought to fields 
nearat hand. Pure-bred shorthorns came 
unde notice first, and it was explained ta 
the arty that many such herds existed 
throghout the country for grading up the 
commn cattle for beef production. “Tha 
visit were then shown the dairy herd. 
Prof¢or Drew pointed out that they were 
unig¥in being the only country which had 
a du purpose breed. Many visitors ex- 
presst the view that if they could get 
such jattle they would have dual purpose 
In _prerence to single purpose breeds. 

Thétock-breeding policy of the Irish Free 
Statewas then explained, and the visitors 
were jiown some examples of improvement. 
broug, about by milk recording and careful 
attentn to stock bulls. Specimens of the 
commicial cattle of the country at two 
years d were then inspected. 

Nexto come under notice was the Albert 
Collegiherd of large York pigs. In this 
connecon many of the visitors were sur- 
prised t the advance which has been made 
in hawg only one breed of pigs, of uniform 
qualityfor bacon. 

THE FARM BUILDINGS.

appointed to carry on the municipal busi- 
ness of Howth in place of the recently 
suppressed Urban District Council, is 
evidently anxious to do somethimg quickly 
to lift the popular resort out of the con- 
dition into which it was allowed to drift. 

Surrounded on all sides by the sea, 
there was no proper place for public 
bathing in the whole district, although 
within a stone’s throw of the. railway 
station is the Claremont strand, as fine a 
stretch of sandy beach as any in Dublin 
Bay, and perfectly safe for children and 
those who cannot swim. Some years ago 
it was su d to the Urban Council 
that the Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany would, in all likelihood, allow them 
to make an approach to that beach from 
their premises at the end of the West 
Pier, Nothing appears to have been done 
in the matter. The Commissioner hopes 
to arrange with the railway company to 
have the Claremont beach available for 
the public in a few weeks’ time. 

Mr. Meghen has also in hand the provi- 
sion, with the least possible delay, of 
public lavatory accommodation in Howth. 

Other requirements which jump to the 
eye are the provision of adequate resting 
places on the beautiful East Pier, of 
parking places for motor cars, and the 
regulation of the camping communities on 
the hill, and especially at Sutton. It is 
understood that all those are receiving 
immediate attention: Furthermore, the 
attraction of regular band promenades is 
almost assured for the month of August. 

In conversation with an Irish Times 
representative, Mr. Meghen showed that 
he fully appreciates that Ireland’s Eye is 
of itself a wonderful asset to an outing 
place like Howth. It is the private pro- 
perty of Mr. Gaisford St. Lawrence, a 
gentleman who. keeps up « family tradi- 
tion of interest in Howth and its pron. 
It is generally believed that Mr. St. 
Lawrence would place no obstacle in the 
way of developing the attractions of the 
island if its control were undertaken by 
an authority such as that of the present 
Commissioner. More will likely be 
heard on this subject before very long.

DECLINE OF AN OLD 
‘DUBLIN INDUSTRY. 


—_ Oo 
uction in the Irish Times 


The reprod 
last week of a photograph of the presi- 
dential chair, made in Dublin for the 
Incorporated Law Society of Ireland, is 
a reminder that the art of working in 
wood has not yet disappeared from the 
capital. 

A visit to the workshops of Mr. James 
Hicks, in Pembroke street, shows how a 
tradition of craftsmanship is maintained 
even in those days of machine mass pro- 
duction. For over one hundre? years the 
name of Hicks has been associated with 
the manufacture of the high-class 
furniture for which Dublin was famous. 
Up to some fifty years azo the head- 
quarters of the industry was the corner 
of the city which includes Jervis street, 
Upper Abbey street, and Capel street. The 
Sade lingers there still, but it is only a 
memory of what it was when the work of 
Dublin furniture designers, modellers and 
carvers was known outside Ireland. 


STORY OF THE INDUSTRY 


THE COST OF A STRIKE. 


The place abounded in small workshops, 
where the manufacturer himself worked at 
the bench along with his es Page and 
apprentices. The customer brought his re- 
quirements to one of those shops, gave a 
rough sketch of his idea, and left the work- 
ing out of its details to the craftsman. The 
same method is in operation to-day in Pem- 
broke street, but electricity and machine 
tools now also play a part in the turning out 
of furniture such as that which was illus- 
trated in our columns. 
Mr. Hicks told an /rish Times representa- 
tive the story of the decline of the wood- 
working industry in Dublin. It took place 
suddenly, just fifty years ago, when the dif- 
ferent trade union societies connected with 
the industry became amalgamated with the 
lerge societies, with headquarters in Eng- 
land. A strike followed almost immediately, 
and dragged on for ten months. The trades- 
men went to England in search of work, and 
because of their fine skill were welcomed 
there. Those of them who returned at the 
end of the labour trouble found a big change 
in the trade in Dublin. The agents of the 
English manufacturers had come over and 
captured the market with commercial furni- 
ture, which was sold cheaper than that made 
in the local shops. 
ROYAL PATRONS. 

Mr. Hicks was one of the few who carried 
on in Dublin against all the difficulties, and 
his work is still sought by people of taste and 
discernment, those who like to be surrounded 
by characteristic and good things in chairs, 
cabinets, and other furnishings of wood. He 
made all the fauteui/s for the Dail and 
Senate Chambers, and his work is to be 
found in many private houses, including that 
of President Cosgrave. The Duke of Con- 
naught when in Ireland became one of his 
patrons, and His Royal Highness’s daughter 
had from the Pembroke street workshop a 
drawingroom suite in satinwood for her palace 
in Stockholm. Pieces designed and made by 
Mr. Hicks are in Clarence House and St. 
James’s Palace, and in many mansions In 
England. 
ne story told by Mr. Hicks to an /rish 
Times representative well illustrates his 
methods of work as they have come down 
through generations. Quite recently he was 
asked to submit designs for a cabinet for a 
country house in Hampshire, and the order 
being an important one, he visited the place 
personally. As he approached the house he 
was attracted by the graceful proportions of 
the hall door and two bay windows, and from 
that got an idea for his cabinet, which is 
now in course of manufacture in Pembroke 
street. The customer knows that he is the 
only one who will possess a cabinet of that 
particular kind, for, also following tradition. 
Mr. Hicks does not repeat his designs. To 
a certain length he must work on convention, 
but the difference comes in in the details 
which make the finished piece or suite indi- 
vidualistic. 
A BETTER PROSPECT. . 
Our representative was rather surprised to 
learn from Mr. Hicks that there is a good 
present and a better future in Dublin alone 
for the industry with which his name has 
been associated for generations. There is, 
he said, and he said it with enthusiasm, an 
extraordinary demand for first class furniture 
of exclusive design, furniture that is dis 
tinctive, and not rig | a repeat of what 
one sees even in the homes of people of 
taste. This demand is growing in the pro- 
vinces as well as in Dublin. People live in 
the small houses of the bungalow type, which 
are springing up everywhere, they have nice 
gardens made with pride by themselves, and 
they want something nice in their rooms, 
something that they know everyone 
else has not got. To satisfy that 
want they, must spend more money than }! 
they furnished commercially from the big 
emporiums, but against that they - that 
it is an expenditure for once in a lifetime, 
and well worth it. Pride, vanity, call it 
what one likes, the feeling is there just as 
it was among those who spent money on the 
building and decoration of our Dublin 
Georgian mansiuns. i 
When questioned more closely, Mr. Hicks 
said that the wood-working industry of 
Dublin, and of the country towns as well, will 
thrive exceedingly if there is capital sunk in 
the equipment of small factories where 
customers can get their furniture not only to 
their own order, but to their own ideas, im- 
proved upon bv the craftsmen in whose taste 
and artistic judgment they have confidence. 
The technical schools, our representative was 
glad to learn from Mr. Hicks, are turning out 
youths well prepared to be the journeymen 
cf the better type of workers in wood, boys 
who take a pride in the job in which they are 
engaged. In such factories—they must be small, 
though perfectly complete—there will be the 
personal contact of the buyer and the supplier, 
from which must grow up yet another 
tradition of Irish craftsmanship. It can te 
accomplished in many centres in the Free 
State outside Dublin, the more readily now 
when electrical power from the Shannon will 
be available in every small town. Dundalk, 
Cork, Youghal, Clonmel—to mention but a 
few—were famous half a century ago for their 
cabinet-makers, who supplied the needs “fí 
larye stretches of habitation. Mr. Hicks 
believes that the demand for the work that 
they did is greater than ever it was, so great 
indeed that the sinking of capital in the 
wood-working industry, as he visualises it, is 
no mere speculation. 

DUBLIN “ MERMAIDS.” 
To go back to the past, it may be men- 
tioned, in conclusion, that Dublin was famous 
in the old days for its carving of ships’ 
figureheads. That was a special trade in 
itself, where the actual worker with mallet 
and chisel carved out of his own imagination 
the figure that the seamen of the sailing- 
ship days used to boast about on many a 
quayside. First made for the ships built at 
Ringsend, they were admired in many a port 
the world over, until a Dublin “ mermaid '' 
came to be a hallmark of finish to a hand- 
some ship.

BIG INCREASE IN LURGAN 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 


According to returns supplied by Mr. 
seorge Moore, secretary and manager of the 
Lurgan Labour Exchange, the total number 
of persons unemployed in Lurgan at the end 
of July was 2,551, as against 1,509 a month 
ago and 650 in July, 1927. The number 
embraces 917 men, 31 boys, 1,556 women, and 
47 girls. 

The big increase is due to the depression 
in the linen trade. Some firms are on short 
time, and others have closed for extended 
holidays owing to the general depression. In 
most of the other trades the conditions are 
fairly good.

The World’s Peace. 


The text of the French reply to the 
Kellogg peace pact proposals is published 
to-day. . Signor Mussolini has informed 
the United States Ambassador in Rome 
that Italy is prepared to adhere to the 
new treaty, and Sir Austen Chamberlain 
announced in the House of Common- yes- 
Britain’s. reply would be 
delivered to-morrow.” Thus, ‘all the major 
Powers have signified their assent to Mr. 
Kellogg’s proposals, and our London 
Correspondent suggests that the anti-war 
treaty will be signed in October. The’ 
French Note fulfils general expectations. 
It is worded cautiously, laying particular 
stress on Mr. Kellogg's ‘‘ appended ex- 
planations,”’ and indicating clearly that 
the French Government attaches at least 
as much importance to them as to the pact 
}itself. The original draft was very simple. 
It merely stated that the signatories hence-

Now that this 
right has been conceded by the author of 
the proposal, France is satisfied. 
Britain’s reply has been delayed because 
she is the only Power which cannot act 
independently. -She must consult every 
one of the Dominions on all major 
points. of foreign policy. When Sir 
Austen Chamberlain acknowledged Mr. 
Kellogg's invitation he made it quite plain 
that Britain, as well as France, must 
} insist on certain reservations. She could 
not sign a simple renunciation of war 
without the clearest understanding on 
some important points. One of these 
points is that there can be no outside in- 
terference in matters concerning spheres 
of British influence such as Egypt, in re- 
spect of which His Majesty’s Government 
claims vital privileges. British policy in 
the Near and Middle East cannot be made 
the subject of adjudication by other Powers, 
and Sir Austen Chamberlain from the very 
outset has insisted on this fact. Apart 
from this reservation, however, the British 
Government is more than anxious to co- 
operate with the Government of the United 
States in any move that is likely to pro- 
mote the cause of peace. The Nava] Dis- 
armament Conference at Geneva failed to 
achieve any concrete result because the 
British and American naval experts were 
unable to agree on certain points of de- 
tail; but in principle the two Governments 
are at one. Britain wants no more waft. 
She does not wish to be forced into any 
competition in armaments, on land, on 
sea, or in the air, and for that reason she 


welcomes Mr. Kellogg’s plan. It would 
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banish warfare from the. earth; but 
this’ much is certain. ‘It will-forge a'new 
bond between Europe and--the United 
States, which will, have enormous moral : 
force. 5%, 3 Sa i sis | : 
The Irish Free State takes a peculiar 
interest in the Kellogg proposals, inas- 
much as its Government has been invited 
to become one of the original signatories | 
of the new pact. We print to-day the 
text of Mr. P. J. McGilligan’s reply to 
‘the American Secretary of State, and every 
citizen of the Saorstdt must feel pride in 
the fact that one of the smallest States in 
Europe takes its place on this occasion 
with the great Powers of the world. For 
the purposes of the Kellogg pact. every 
British Dominion holds precisely the same 
rank as Great Britain herself—a fact 
which ought not to be lost upon those who 
‘still try to argue that membership of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations imposes 
an inferior status on the Saorstát. On 
the ‘contrary, partnership in the Empire 
has conferred on the Free Stat) a far 
higher rank in international affairs than 
ever an Irish Republic could hope to 
achieve. When the nations of the world come 
to sign the Kellogg pact an Irish Minister 
will be among the delegates, and another 
proof of the Free State’s independenc? will 
be registered. We are glad that in this 
matter the Saorstdt sees eye to ey» with 
Great Britain and the other Dominions. 
The Irish people, like the English, need 
peace, They, too, suffered grievous losses 
in the war, and it must not be forgotten 
that their sacrifice, measured in the 
numbers of their sons who died on active 
service, equalled that of the United States. 
The Irish, North and south, were united 
then. . Ulster and Southern divisions 
fought shoulder to shoulder on the blood 
drenched slopes of  Messines and 
Wytschaete. They will be united now “in 
their fervent hope that the new pact may 
bring a lasting peace to the nations. 


The Last Craftsman. 

It is good to learn, from the interview 
which a Dublin manufacturer gave to our 
representative yesterday, that the handi- 
craft of woodworking still lives in Dublin. 
For the decline of Irish handicrafts many 
causes can be adduced. The intransigeance 
of the unions in the past wrought havoc 
on many Irish industries, and only the 
sober counsels of the men’s leaders has 
curbed the injuries wrought in our days 
by the old, reckless tradition. That Irish 
industries failed to accommodate them- 
selves to the conditions of the age of 
machinery may be regréttable; yet, in 
these days of a relatively petty Irish 
population, it is doubtful whether 
machinery would avail. Perhaps, the 
greatest harm has been wrought by the 
revolution in public taste. Democracy 
hates singularity. Its ideals are moulded 
by such influences as the American film. 
It likes the ready-made garment and the 
chair.” It admires a 
standardised world. The motorist who 
drives through the recesses of rural 
Ireland to-day sees women everywhere 
attired in garments that seem to have 
been cut and sewed by. the same machine. 
If he examines photographs of gatherings 
in. remote American or African or Asiatic 
cities he will see the same fabrics, the 
same patterns, the same lines as in the 
midst of the Bog of Allen or in the heart 
of Connemara. Against the mass move- 
ments of popular taste, handicrafts strive 
with difficulty. The judicious value the 
mark of the work of hands. They count 
distinction and virtue. Accordingly the 
fabrics that once were made for their 
durability, and now are discarded by the 
rural folk in favour of machine-cut 
shoddy, have become things of price as 
the luxury of the wealthy. There are 
homespun-making districts in which a man 
who wears a homespun garment will be 
taken instantly for an Englishman, since 
no native purchasers are found. The 
phenomenon is seen, too, of handicrafts 
dying out among the folk to be adopted 
and practised successfully by educated 
workers dwelling in the towns. With 
the enlightenment of public opinion and 
the fostering anew of good and individual 
taste, these renascent crafts might come 
to play a substantial part in the national 
economy. Instead of existing only to 
serve the wealthy visitor from England 
or America, they might find a substantia] 
market at home among people in revolt 
against “standardised’’ wears. Further- 
more, with the early coming of cheap 
electrical current it might be possible to 
build up simple industries, supported by 
auxiliary power, which would create goods 
pleasing to persons of taste as a substi- 
tute for the output of the mass produc- 
tion system. The tradition of handicraft 
still lives. There are workers in Ireland 
whose hands still are cunning in the use 
of chisel and loom. Before they pass 
away it would be well if use were made of 
the means offered for the transmission cf 
their tradition to a younger school of 
craft-workers.

Darkest Dublin. 


It was announced last week that the 
Rathmines Urban Couneil he? decided to 
discontinue the lighting of gas-lamps in 
the streets of Rathmines. This decision 
brings to an end in suburbia the era of the 
lamp-lighter, who was the social successor 
of the watchman. The watchman not 
only called out the time and the weather, 
but also anticipated the morning papers 
by giving the news. The lamp-lighter 
also was a picturesque figure. When 
mechanical wonders were not as common 
as they are now he seemed rather like a 
magician to children who watched him 
passing by with his lighting apparatus. 
“Leerie, I'll go round at nights and light 
the lamps with you,” was the ambition of 
the youthful Robert Louis Stevenson. The 
illumination of streets by. gas is of earlier 
date than most people think. Westminster 
Bridge was lighted by gas-lamps two years 
before the Battle of Waterloo, but it was 
not until many years afterwards that gas- 
lighting was transformed by modern im- 
provements such as “the invention of 
incandescent mantles. . The average citizen 
is quite indifferent as to how the streets 
are lighted provided that they really are 
lighted. At present the-suburbs of Rath-

Who are obliged to be out in the small 
-hours of the morning grope their way 
‘homeward, after reaching. the canal 
bridges, through a city of dreadful night.

The Heat Wave. 


St. Swithin for once has not lived up 
to his reputation. His feast day did not 
pass entirely without rain—although 
indeed it was ‘‘ the: gentle rain from 
heaven upon the place beneath,” barely 
enough, in most parts of Ireljand, to be 
called a shower. According to the old 
saying | 

St. Swithin’s Day if it do rain, 
For forty days it will remain ; 
but we continue to swelter. From 
Dublin during the week-end all roads led 
to the sea. The sands between Malahide 
and Killiney were crowded with refugees 
from sultry streets. On Saturday after- 
noon the mercury refused to conform to 
its usual procedure, and continued to 
climb higher during the afternoon. The 
weather reports confidently foretell a con- 
tinuance of fine weather, holding out only 
a slight hope of lower temperature. For 
a week we have experienced a spell of 
warmth unexampled for several years, 
but, although some people may be dis- 
posed to think that there has been too 
much ofa good thing, we have little cause 
for complaint, as compared to the inhabi- 
tants of Central Europe. The people of 
Budapest can boast with real justification 
of being scorched by a heat wave. It is 
reported that the temperature in Budapest 
yesterday was 116 in the shade. The 
incredible story comes from another part 
of Hungary of a shade temperature 15 
degrees higher still and the mercury 
still rising.” It seems to be so hot in 


Central Europe that the Hungarians have 
lost count. After this, 100 in the shade 
in Austria scarcely can be called a heat 
wave. Ireland, with its shade tempera- 
tures of rather less than 80, begins by this 
chain of reasoning to appear agreeably 


cool. 


A FILM OF THE WEEK. 
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“ THE THIRTEENTH HOUR ” 
AT THE CAPITOL. 


With Lionel Barrymore avd an extremely 
intelligent Alsatian dog as the chief actors, 
‘The Thirteenth Hour,” which was shown 
at the Capitol Theatre, Dublin, yesterday, 1s 
a “thriller” of the first class. That 1s to 
say, it is done in the style of Edgar Wallace,

To attempt to tell the story of this picture 
would be futile, chiefly because there is not 
a story; in the place of a plot we have a 
series of wild wah hectie and improbable ad- 
ventures.

OBITUARY. 


THE REV. T. A. THOMSON, 

We regret to announce the death of the 
Rev. T. H. Thomson, LL.D., which took 
place suddenly on Sunday at the Rectory, 
Bellarena, County Derry. The Rev. Dr. 
Thomas Hurst Thomson, who had been Rector 
of Tamlaghtard with Aghanloo (Diocese of 
Derry) since 1921, was for many years a 
well-known member of the teaching profes- 
sion, and during a considerable period had 
been principal of the large and successful 
National school in Tennent street, Belfast, so 
long associated with the Crumlin road Metho- 
dist Church, and now known as the Crumlin 
road Central Public Elementary School. For 
some time previous to his retirement on pen- 
sion Dr. Thomson had conceived a strong 
desire to enter the ministry of the Church, 
for which he was eminently qualified by his 
training and experience, having graduated 
B.A. of Queen’s University, Belfast, in 1889, 
and taking his degrees of LL.B. and LL.D. 
in 1895 and 1903 respectively. Ordained in 
the Diocese of Down and Connor and’ Dro- 
more in 1916, Dr. Thomson was for upwards 
of a vear curate-in-charge of the Parish of 
Billy, County Derry. He was appointed in 
1917 to the incumbency of Learmount, where 
he ministered until 1921. From the latter 
year until his death Dr. Thomson has been 
Rector of Tamlaghtard with Aghanloo. 


VERY REV. J. FAHY, P.P. 

The death has occurred of the Very Rev. 
Joseph Fahy, Parish Priest of Cappatagle, 
Ballinasloe. Born at Leamcon, Loughrea, in 
1846, he received his early education at St. 
Ignatius College, Galway, and was ordained 
at Maynooth over fifty years ago. Father 
Fahy was for some years Administrator in 
Ballymacward, after which he was appointed 


‘to the charge of Fohenagh, and later to the 


Parish of Cappatagle.

BERLIN, Monday. 

The station was crowded with Sunday 
holiday-makers, and the Munich-Augs- 
burg train was duplicated to cope with 
the passenger traffic.

“In struggling against so powerful and 
insidious an enemy there is need-for the most 
efficient staff work and the closest co-opera- 
tion between all arms of our forces. 

-“T note with interest that your object is 
research, both into the cure and cause of 
cancer. No doubt, in the last resort the 
discovery of the cause is the only certain and 
absolute means of cure; but I am glad you 
have not ignored the practical side of the 
problem.

ADVANCE OF MEDICAL SCIENCE. 

The National Cancer Campaign (Ireland) 
issued the following statement last night :'— 
The advance made by medical science in the 
past two generations is in mar respects 
amazing. Diseases which used to’ bring with 
them the menace of death when they visited 
the homes of our grandfathers are no longer 
terrifying. Oné can remember the dread in- 
spired up to a few years ago by the mere 
mention of diphtheria. t was almost 
equivalent to a sentence of death. When 
Professor Osler wrote of it in 1895 he dwelt 
upon its “ appalling virulence.” But the 
same year saw the beginnings of the anti- 
diphtheric serum treatment, which revolu- 
tionised all previous forms of treatment and 
exceeded all expectations in its success. The 
consequence is that when a normal child is 
attacked with this disease to-day, provided 
the presence of the poisonous germ 1s detected 
at an early stage and that the serum is em- 
ployed without delay, there is no very great 
danger in diphtheria. | 

PREVENTION OF DISEASE. 

Much the same facts are true regarding 
typhoid fever. So recently ago as the time of 
the South African War enteric diseases played 
great havoc among the troops; but in the 
Great War of 1914-1918 the percentage of 
typhoid deaths was almost negligible. 
Between these two periods—that is, in one 
generation-——the inoculation method of treat- 
ment, or rather of prevention, of the disease 
had come and had conquered. A similar 
triumph of medical science in recent years has 
been the discovery of insulin as a cure for the 
dread disease diabetes. Although there is still 
a considerable amount of research to be made 
regarding insulin, at any rate the door of 
hope for diabetic patients is no longer locked, 
barred and bolted; it is open,-and opening 
wider each year. 

DISCOVERIES. 

To make any adequate list of the great 
medical discoveries of the. last forty years 
would demand considerable space. It would 
have to include reference to tuberculosis, 
scarlatina, malaria, yellow fever, syphilis, 
lockjaw, and many other diseases. One 
recent and rather notable instance, how- 
ever, may be mentioned. Within the past 
five years victory seems to have been 
won over a disease that, while not very pre- 
valent, has hitherto been generally fatal in 
its results—namely, pernicious anemia. The 
newly-discovered treatment by means of liver 


' extract, is already abating the ravages of the 


ailment, and promising to save a considerable 
number of lives. 
TOLL OF HUMAN LIFE. 

But over against all these striking victories 
of medical science there has to be set one 
great disappointment. The mysterious disease, 
thought by the ancients to resemble a 
horrible crab, and so named cancer, con- 
tinues to take virtually unchecked a heavy 
toll of human life. Approximately one 
person in every seven over the age of 30 
dies of cancer, and one in six over the age of 
forty. While the death rate from. diseases of 
the respiratory system, including tuberculosis, 
tends to decrease, and while the death rate 
from the specific infectious fevers has greatly 
lassened, the death rate from cancer is in- 
creasing in every country. It is the only 
disease which the resources of modern 
medicine and surgery have failed to render 
less fatal. Its origin, its cause, its early 
history, are shrouded in uncertainty; but 
nothing is so clear and characteristic as its 
end. The medical profession could not pos- 
sibly allow this scourge to go on without 
seeking its nature and its cure, and the public 
pressure upon them to devote attention to the 
disease has grown strong. 

DIFFICULTIES. 

Judging from past achievements, one may 
say at once that cancer can be cured, and 
cancer must be cured! As a disease it pre- 
sents ro more insuperable problem than was 
presented by tuberculosis, by leprosy, or by 
typhoid. That it has not yet been con- 
quered reflects no discredit on the medical 
profession, but, rather, on the simple fact 
that there has not been enough money and 


labour spent on the problem. Age-long end 
hoary diseases of this kind do not yield up f 


their secrets to the first comer. Another 
difficulty arises because there has not been 
anything like co-ordination between the 
various expert minds at work on the 


CO-ORDINATION NECESSARY. —. 

Here and there in clinical laboratories and 
hospitals pioneer workers have been working 
hard in the past fifteen years. Investigations 
have been made regarding the food, the air 
and water, the homes, the occupations, and 
the social and physical conditions of persons 
affected; and a great mass of. valuable 
material has been collected. What is wanted 
at the moment is some co-ordination between 
the various forces at work on the case. It is 
highly gratifying, therefore, to see that in 
Lendon this week the most eminent medical 
experts in the world are fovegathering for 
the purpose of discussing cancer...

VIVISECTION. 


HOUSE OF LORDS AND 
THE DOGS BILL.

THIRD READING 
CARRIED. 


Lord Dawson of Penn made a strong de- 
fence for vivisection in the House of Lords 
last night, when the Earl of Cranbrook 
having moved the third reading of the Dogs 
(Amendment) Bill, Lord Banbury of Southam 
proposed to omit Clause 2, which, he said, in 


‘its present form would enable the finder of a 


stray dog to sell it after a month’s delay for 
the purpose of vivisection. 
LONDON’S STRAY DOGS. 

Lord Dawson, opposing the amendment, 
described it as a flank attack on the use of 
dogs for vivisection. This question, he said, 
was surely one to be decided on expert know- 
ledge, and medical opinion throughout the 
civilised world was practically unanimous in 
its support. We use, he continued, the 
lowest animal in the scale of creation pos- 
sible for the special purpose, but I say with 
the fullest sense of responsibility it is 1im- 
possible to carry on experimentation usefully 
without resort to dogs. Thirty thousand 
stray dogs, he proceeded, came into the 
hands of the police in London yearly, and 
why should they not, while they passed out 
of life, be made use of for the benefit not 
only of mankind, but of themselves. 

All that was known of ee foes 
was from experiments on animals. Formerly 
almost all the dogs who had it died from it; 
now 80 per cent. were saved by a remedy 
entirely worked out from experiments on 
animals. As for the pain of an operation, it 
might be divided into three parts. There 
was, in the case of man, the stage of antici- 
pation and the question of the risk which was 
being run, a what would happen to the 
family if he was not to survive it. The 
animal was entirely free from this sort of 
ain. The seco part was the operation 
itself, and here man and animal were on a 
par, for neither felt pain, the great majority 
being performed under anesthetics. Then 
there was, in the case of the man, the ter- 
rible process of recovery from the shock ; 
the gradual building up of health during 
weeks, or perhaps months. 

SPEEDY RECOVERY. 

You may have, Lord Dawson continued, 
an operation on a dog, and the same evening 
it will be running in the kennels or playing 
with its master. 

I have known, he said, an experiment on a 
monkey, and within twenty-four hours the 
animal was on its perch eating a banana. 

Fanatical anti-vivisectors, proceeded Lord 
Dawson, by their agitation divested the flow 
of charity from hospitals, and yet when they 
suffered from illness they went to their pri- 
vate doctors that benefited from knowledge 
acquired by vivisection. As an illustration 
of what had been effected by vivisection he 
mentioned an anti-tetanic serum “which 
during and since the war had been used by 
almost every hospital in cases of street acci- 
dents, and with great effect. 

There is, he continued, one hospital where 
they refused to use the serum, and the 
atient died of lockjaw. Two other patients 
ave since died under the same circum- 
stances. They call that hospital a charity. 
I call it a place for propaganda and nothin 
more. I hope that King’s Edward's Fund 
will take note of this and refuse to recognise 
‘that hospital, at all events until it is pre- 
pared to use the best means of treatment 

known. 

The Earl of Stradbroke, for the Govern- 
ment, supported the clause, as one agreed 
after careful and long consideration with the 
various associations interested in the care of 
dogs. 

The amendment was rejected by 33 to 5, 
and the bill read a third time and passed. 


DIED IN DENTIST’S 
CHAIR. 


MAN WHO WAS UNDER AN 
AN ASTHETIC, 


While under an anesthetic in a dentist’s 
chair at Hull, Tom Thompson (44), painter, 
collapsed, and died. . 

At the inquest yesterday it was stated that, 
on the advice of his doctor, Thompson had 
twenty teeth extracted. 

A doctor said that he examined Thompson 
before the extractions, and did not detect 
anything to suggest that he was other than 
a suitable subject for an anesthetic. 

The Coroner recorded a verdict ‘* that 
death was due to heart failure consequent 
upon fatty degeneration, and accelerated by 
an anesthetic.”’

The all-pervading heat seemed to affect the 
attendance at the House of Commons this 
afternoon, for there were many empty places 
on the green benches when the Speaker took 
the chair. i ee 

The questions were not highly exciting as 

a rule. The announcement received with 
most interest was by the Home Secretary to 
the effect that the Director of Public Prosecu- 
tions had advised, and he had agreed, that 
proceedings for perjury would not be justified 
in the cases of the constables who arreste 
Sir Leo Money in Hyde Park, and that in 
view of this decision no question of dis- 
‘iplinary inquiry arose. 
a uas Charabéclain, on behalf of the 
Prime Minister, said that he was unable to 
give special facilities for the discussion of 
a motion on the safeguarding of iron and 
ay this time more of the interest in the 
Rating and Valuation (Apportionment) Bill 
has evaporated, but this evening when the 
report stage of the bill was considered, there 
were quite a number of members anxious {to 
talk on the abstruse subject of hereditaments 
and rating. 
HELP FOR HOSPITALS. 

The first amendment moved by Mr. P. 
Harris was rather more understandable than 
the majority of the proposals which have 
hitherto been discussed, It was to provide 
that voluntary hospitals should benefit by 
the de-rating proposals up to the full extent 
of 75 p.c. 

Tasancing the case of London, he pointed 
out that out of the £250,000 raised for the 
hospitals by voluntary contributions, no less 
than 000 was exacted by the rating 
authorities, 

This was a tax on benevolence on the sick 
poor, and, what was of even more importance, 
a tax on the advancement of medical science. 

Whilst evincing the greatest sympathy with 
the hospitals, Mr.- Neville Chamberlain said 
that this was not a bill in which relief of the 
kind suggested could be considered. The 
main object of the measure was to stimulate 
industry, and it was rather far-fetched to 
try to bring hospitals within the definition cf 
industry. 

Mr. Harney commented upon the fact that, 
whilst the bill would give relief to the 
brewers, it would do nothing for the hospitals 
which had to deal with cases resulting from 
the consumption “of strong drink. It was 
well thé electors should have this knowledge 
brought to their notice. 

Speaking as a medical man, Dr. Vernon 
Davies said that, whilst in hie student days 
it was common to come across cases of beer- 
drinker’s heart, such cases were now a rarity, 
as were also cases of cirrhosis of the liver. 

The proposed new clause was rejected by 
219 to 110. 
ONLY HALF A LOAF. 

In moving the next amendment, to exclude 
agricultural hereditaments from the scope of 
the bill, Mr. D. R. Grenfell considered that 
the half-loaf offered by the measure would 
do no real good to the industry, and would 
merely divert attention from the need for 
finding a real solution for the problems con- 
fronting agriculture to-day. 

Several other Labour members, however, 
based their objection to agricultural relief on 
the ground that the landlords would chiefly 
benefit. 

Mr. Chamberlain combatted this view by 
pointing to the experience of the last thirty 
years. Few cases could be shown where rents 
had been increased as a consequence of rates 
relief. The ameridment was. defeated by 
264 votes to 96. 

From the Liberal benches came a demand 
to include in the definition of agricultural 
hereditaments agricultural labourers’ cottages. 
This was moved by Sir R. Hamilton, and 
seconded by Mr. P. Harris. After listening 
to the arguments advanced, Mr. Chamberlain 
said that he could only conclude that this 
was only another part of the Liberal cam- 
paign in the country. 

Even the Labour Party 
askance at this amendment, 
negatived without a division. 

SHOPS TO BE EXCLUDED. 

An amendment by Mr. N. Chamberlain to 
include private railways carrying minerals as 
industrial hereditaments within the meaning 
of the bill was warmly supported by Mr. 
Runciman, and was agreed to. 

Mr. Pethick Lawrence made another at- 
tempt to bring retail shops into the provision 
governing the productive industries, but the 
Government declined to assent to so sweeping 
a change. 

Sir Kingsley Wood remarked that the re- 
tail trade would benefit by the revival of 
prosperity to industry. The proposal was re- 
jected by 215 to 121. - 

At 10.30 Clauses 3 and’ 4 of the bill were 
carried by the operation of the guillotine, and 
further debate on the bill was adjourned until 
to-morrow, which is the last day allotted to 
the measure.

EVICTED MAN CHARGED WITH 


PROCURING. 


At the County Down Assizes yesterday 
afternoon the trial was opened of Samuel 
Johnston, of Drapershill, on the charge of 
having counselled, procured, and commanded 
two others to maim three bullocks belonging to 
the Rev. R. O'Reilly. 

Opening the case for the Crown, Mr. 
Beattie, K.C., said that the accused man got 
into bad circumstances some time ago. He 
went down in the world, with the result that 
a bank took action against him, and in April, 
1927, an attempt was made by the creditor 
to let his land for grazing. In the month of 
June of that year he was evicted from his 
land, and in September, 1927, he was adjudi- 
cated a bankrupt. He took up his habita- 
tion in a hut near the ruins of a mill which 
had been destroyed by fire. 

The Crown suggested that he resented the 
eviction, and also the presence of the cattle 
on the land that had formerly been in his 
occupation. In April last year, when an 
auctioneer who was employed to let the 
lands visited the farm for the purpose of 
sale, he met the accused Johnston, who said 
to him: “Go up there and read your 
terms. There were few people about, and 
Johnston later said to the auctioneer: ‘‘There 
will no one come here,” or something to that 
effect. He also passed the remark: ‘‘If two 
men fell there would be no one about the 
place.” 

Subsequently, in Ballynahinch, the 
auctioneer met Johnston, who said something 
about having a revolver with him. On the 
night of the 20th February, the date of the 
alleged offence, the Crown suggested that the 
prisoner had been in conversation with 
Thomas Croskery and Francis McMullan, 
who would depose that they undertook to 
cut off the tails of the bullocks for a sum of 
money arranged between them and the 
prisoner. They got a hook from the prisoner, 
and they went over to the lands. and some 
one of the two cut the tail off one bullock and 
maimed two other bullocks, afterwards hid- 
ing the hook under a stone, where it was 
found by the ‘police. 

Evidence wag given to show that these 
two men were seen going away from the 
scene of the alleged occurrence after. having 
been in company with Johnston.

MAJOR MARIANO'S 
STORY, 


RESCUED WHEN ALL HOPE 
HAD GONE, 


From REUTER's CorresPonpent. 
MOSCOW, Monday. 

Major Mariano’s own account of the 
experiences of the Italia’s walking party 
which set out to try to get into touch with 
civilisation’ is contained in a message 
received from the Tass correspondent on 
board the ice-breaker Krassin last night. 

The Major, who is now recovering from 
his exhaustion, said: 

‘“ Soon after leaving the chief party we 
= into exceptionally difficult conditions. 

he only one of us who was acquainted 
with Polar conditions, as he had taken 
part in mong expeditions, was Pro- 
fessor Malmgren, but notwithstanding his 
iron soldier's heart and superb self- 
sacrifice, he was unable to continue the 
trek, and perished. 

“We had no great hopes of rescue, 
because the ice floe we were on was 
insignificant amongst the enormous blocks 
with which it was surrounded. Moreover, 
meteorological conditions were absolutely 
unfavourable to flying and made it impos- 
ms. as we thought, for an airman to 
spot us. 

SIGNALS UNSEEN BY ‘PLANES. 

“ How difficult conditions were can be 
realised when I mention that all our 
signals were unseen by the aeroplanes 
which did fly near us, even by one which 
passed right over our heads. 

“We were extremely surprised that 
Chukhnovsky, who had gone out on a re- 
connaissance of the ice conditions, should 
have spotted both us and the remainder 
of the party. Our surprise when we saw 
the red stars on the underside of the wings 
can best be imagined. 

“ Chukhnovsky was the sixth airman we 
had seen, and he was our last hope, as our 
strength had completely given out. 

“ As sailors we know well that in such 
conditions as those with which we were 
surrounded no ship could ever get near 
us, and therefore judged it utterly out of 
the question to expect rescue from the sea 

‘‘And then the seemingly impossible 
happened. I was lying on the snow when 
I heard Zappi exclaim that a ship was 
approaching us, and that she bore the 
name Krassin. We could not believe our 


eyes. 
“ AMAZING !”’ 

“It had never occurred to us that it 
was possible to organise rescue by ‘sea. 
That it was possible to navigate a vessel 
in such conditions is amazing, and we 
are lost in admiration of the foresight 
which prompted the Soviet Relef Com- 
mittee to send her to the rescue. 

“The culminating surprise was the 
realisation that: our saviours were 
Russians; for we had thought only of 
rescue by our compatriots. And they 
came in the nick of time; for we were on 
the very threshold of a grave in the icy 
wastes. : 

‘* Fogs had killed our last fond hope of 
rescue by aeroplane.’’

IN BOULOGNE. 
A DEAR “HOLIDAY.”

IMPRISONMENT AND 
FINES, 


From Revrer’s Corresronpent. ' 
BOULOGNE, Monday. 

The Court has delivered judgment in 
the trial of the eight British excursionists 
who were arrested here three weeks ago 
and have been in prison ever since. Alfred 
Brown was sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment, and two fines of five francs 
and one of eleven francs; William Lock, 
twe months’ imprisonment, one fine of 
five francs and another of eleven francs ; 
David Morris (who has hitherto been 
known as Price), one month’s imprison- 
ment, fines of five and eleven francs; 
Henry Mellowship, ten days’ imprison- 
ment, fines of one franc and eleven 
francs ; George Kelly, ten days’ imprison- 
ment, fines of five francs and eleven 
francs; John Webb, ten days’ imprison- 
ment, fines of five francs and eleven 
francs; James Homes, twenty days im- 
prisonment, fines of five francs and eleven 
francs ; Henry Butler, ten days’ imprison- 
ment, fines of five francs and eleven 
francs. 

The accused were also sentenced collec- 
tively to the payment of a fine of 1, 
francs by way of damages to the bill- 
poster Bloquet, who had been man- 
handled by Brown, and 800 francs to a 
person named Condette, a conductor, who 
had received some fisticuffs. 


THE PRISONERS IN COURT. 

lt was at 1 o'clock this afternoon that 
the prisoners were brought from the jail 
where they had been confined, handcuffed, 
and escorted by a number of police. Their 
appearance was improved, as they had 
been shaved before leaving the jail, in 
accordance with the prison regulations. 
They arrived in blazing sun, which gave 
an opportunity to several photographers 
who had arrived from London to take 
pictures. The court was very crowded and 
hot to suffocation, and there was an hour's 
wait before the case was called at 2 
o’clock. 

The President, M. Codron, then pro- 
ceeded to interrogate the prisoners with 
the aid of an interpreter, who had been 
retained for the occasion. Nothing fresh, 
however, transpired, except that it was 
learned that one of the men, who had been 
known under the name of Price, is really 
called David Morris. 

Maitre Sergeant, who had been briefed 
for the defence, began by saying that the 
accused were respectable fathers of 
families, who had come to Boulogne on an 
excursion. They had had the misfortune 
to fall in with a taxi-driver, who, under 
the pretext of showing them the town, had 
taken them to places of doubtful repute, 
where they had been served with an im- 
mense amount of drink. 


THE WITNESSES. 

The witnesses, who were few in number, 
were then heard. One of them, the bill- 
poster, Blocquet, asserted that he had re- 
ceived a number of blows, and had been 
incapacitated from working for a fort- 
night. He designated the prisoner Brown 
as the man who had attacked him. 
Blocquet is claiming 2,864 francs damages. 

Another witness, Gaston Condette, a 
lorry driver, said that he had been roughly 
handled by four persons, but he could not 
designate who they were among the eight 
prisoners. He claims 1,000 francs 
damages. 

A café keeper, Maria Valet. who has a 
shop in the Rue Nationale, did not appear 
when called. 

Maitre Sergeant said that he regretted 
her absence. This woman, he said, had 
asserted that Brown had opened her till 
and taken a sum of 200-francs, which was 
entirely false. The eight prisoners had 
been arrested as they left the café. They 
had been searched and no French money 
whatever had been found on them, which 
proved that no credence could be given 
to the woman’s story. 

These eight men, Maitre Sergeant con. 
tinued, certainly merited to be punished 
for drunkenness, and they acklowledged 
this, but it was inadmissable to accuse 
them of theft. 

PROSEOGUTOR’S SPEECH. 

After Maitre Sergeant had finished, 
Maitre De Laudiere made a statement 
setting forth the claims for damages, and 
M. Dejean de la Bacie, Assistant Public 
Prosecutor, then rose to speak. 

“I have not,” he said, “ any intention 
of going again into the charges against 
the accused. The case is simple and ordi- 
nary, but I feel that I must protest 
against the insinuations of certain news- 
papers across the Channel, who have 
exaggerated the facts and brought certain 
accusations against our prison system. 
The affair is a banal one, and you must 
judge it without animosity and with 
impartiality.’’ 

Maitre Sergeant then made a further 
speech in defence of the prisoners, and 
paid a tribute to the British Consul, who 
had asked for his help. He said that he 
had given it willingly. Men such as 
Brown, Lock, David Morris and Henry 
Mellowship, who had bravely done their 
duty on the battle front and had fought 
side by side with Frenchmen could not be 
thieves. If certain blows had been ex- 
changed it was because the bill-poster had 
launched an insulting epithet at them. In 
conclusion, Maitre Sergeant asked the 
Court to be indulgent. 

After a short deliberation M. Codron 
announced that the Court would not pro- 
ceed with the charge of theft against 
Brown, and would merely retain the 
charges of blows, violence and drunken- 
ness. 

“EE were then pronounced accord- 
ingly. 

WIFE COMPLAINS OF ANONYMOUS 

LETTERS. 

Mrs. Grace Lock, of the Oval, Hackney 
road, London, burst into tears when told last 
night that her husband had been sent to 
prison for two months. “It is not fair,” she 
said; “Bill (her husband) would never have 
done anything to have deserved that. I am 
sure that he could not have been more to 
blame than the others in the party.” 

Mr. Lock carries on a little ‘‘ general 
dealer’s’’ business, and while he has been 
away Mrs. Lock said they have lost most of 
their customers. They have four girls, whose 
ages range from three to nine years, and 
during the time her husband has been in 
prison Mrs. Lock has been in receipt of relief 
from the Guardians. “TI get 15s. a week and 
17s. in kind,” she said. ‘Out of the 15s. I have 
to pay 9s. 6d. rent. The children are with- 
out soles to their boots, and I cannot afford 
to have them mended. This is a terrible 
time for me. I think I am entitled to com- 
plain bitterly of the anonymous letters which 
I have received. [ have cried over them: 
they have been so insulting. After all Bill 
has not committed a terrible crime, and he 
has had to suffer for what he did. I cannot 
understand why I do not hear from him, 
unless he is not allowed to write. The last 
letter I received was dated June 29. but I 
did not receive it until July 12.” 

Mrs. Charles Mellowship, whose husband, 

Charles Mellowship, was sentenced to ten 
days’ imprisonment, stated that she had re- 
ceived no information as to when her husband 
was likely to return.
